THE TJtVE SITUATION. 


Som» of oar Democratic exchanges

The item the other day in the JOUR- 


NAL about the existence of quicksands 
in the Trackee banks astonished many 
but with a slight correction it is entire- 
ly true. Tho scientific explanation ad- 
vanced by the Jouitsti, was entirely 


i correct, provided nothing came down 
the Truckee River but t,ilt aud sand 
quartz. 
But unfortunately a great 


amount of sawdust from heavy green 
timber is earned down. The specific 
gravity of these particles is augmented 
by their immersion in the river \watflr 
(especially as Lake Tahoe and Truckee 
water is of exceptionally light gravity 
compared with other waters). 
As a re- 


sult the sawdust is carried along towarc 
the bottom of the river until it finally 
settles in a deep bole, where it mingles 
with mud and grarel in an incongruous 
mixture. The hole is finally filled up 
apparently Holid, when all of a sudden 
some unfortunate disappears, engulfec 
in th* pit. These pitfalls are rather to 
be classed sawdust pits than quicksands 
though one will go over his head just as 
quick in one of the former as the latter 
Tho current, too, acting iu some special 
spots in the river, tends to innke holes 
which are soon filled up with this suw- 
dust, sand and silt debris.
